abstracted in our Post Office. it must be 
stolen at Richmond, and we send four pa- 
pers to Richmond, to Messrs. Botts (M. 
C.) and Kirchman, one each, and exchange 
with the Slar and the Aurora. 

ft is hardly probable that the packet 
would be opened between this city and 
Kichmond—but at which place the theft/ 
is committed. we cannot say, Postmasier at that time, nor fhe presem 

But the editors of former days will not 
be surprised at the renewal of this Post 
Office piracy.
